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The darkness of China, how great! 
As we daily witness the sorrow and 
suffering resulting fromm the ignorance 
of the true God, and the superstitious 
‘worship of false gods, many times the 
thought comes to us, Surely the Gospel 
is the light needed to banish this dark- 
ness. We praise God for the privilege 
of being one of the light bearers to this 
dark, dark land. 

As we go forward in our service, we

Dr. Glover, but it was not until this year 


that the way seemed prepared for open- 
ing a similar work for women. The Lord 
is gracious to give us earnest women from 
the members of our own mission to come 
to Wuchow and study, thus preparing 
for His service. We have two suchin our 
class this year, One is the first woman 
convert in Wuchow, in fact of our whole 
mission field. For four or five years she 
continued at hard work such as wash- 
ing, etc., feeling that she was tea old and 


ignorant to learn to read. She is over 
forty. Last year ‘she found her strength 
unequal to continuing this hard work, 
and it was suggested to her to come into 
the school. Whereas she had shown lit- 
tle interest before. she now put her whole 
sou) into study, commencing to learn to 
read in March of this year. Daily she 
asks the Lord to heip her to remember 
and to understand, The Lord has won- 
derfully answered. She is now able to 
read slowly most of the characters in 
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the books printed in the common lan- 
guage of the people. She has said to me 
so many times, “The more I study the 
more it opens my heart.” She has two 
children, a boy and a girl who are study- 
ing in our day schools. She cooks, wash- 
es and cares for them in addition to her 
study. The second is the wife of our 
preacher in Lo Ting; both husband and 
wife being converts and members of our 
mission, Her husband is a scholar and 
had given her some instruction in read- 


ing. She also is a woman of over forty. 
God has wonderfully healed her of a 
Joathsome skin disease, and has already 
given her much precious service assist- 
ing her husband in Lo Ting. When Mr. 
Christopherson returned to Lo Ting he 
found several women prepared for bap- 
tism, mostly through her teaching. She 
was loath to leave Lo Ting this year 
because of great opportunities in the 
wors, Now she is studying diligently 
that she may be the better able to lead 


these dear 
women from 
darkness to 
light. 

There ‘are 
others in our 
class. One, 
also .a mem- 
ber of our 


mission, is 
the wife of a 
personal 
teacher, A 
little over two 
years ago she 
was in hea- 
then darkness, 
but since her 
conversion, 
besides the 
care of her 
family, having 
three small 
children, she 
has read the 
New Testa- 
ment through 
in the peo- 
ple’s  lan- 
guage, and is 
now reading 
it in the class- 
ical language also, attending our classes. 
Another is our Bible woman in Wuchow, 
a member of the Church Missionary So- 
ciety. Not having been able to attend 
school long, she is glad to avail herself 
of the opportunity to learn more. Yet 
another student was sent to us from Can- 
ton. She was broken down in health, 
and it was desired she should have op- 
portunity to learn more of God's power 
to heal. God has healed her and her 
bright face has been a great blessing to 
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as. She felt a call within her constrain- 
ing her to return to her family and wit- 
ness to them and she has obeyed the 
cal). Yhis summer is the first time they 
have been willing to listen. Several 
others are learning to read and among 
them are some who promise well for 
Bible women. Most of the women have 
never learned to read and we have to 
begin at the beginning to teach them. 
Besides attending my classes the women 
have the privilege of listening to lec- 
tures by Mr. Jaffray four times a week, 
delivered in our assembly room to the 
students of both training schools. 


_ God has sent us the women to study, 
but as yet we have no proper place. 
There is no recitation or study room for 
these women, nor a suitable convenient 
place for them to live. They study here 
-and there as best they may, come to me 
to my own room for classes; sometimes 
we go into the church assembly room, 








Please turn to the map of China, and 
there in the southeastern part of the 
Province of Kwong Sai you will find a 
city marked Yi Lin, or Yo ling, which 


means a jade forest. Yi Lin is the 
Mandarin name for it, but among the 
Cantonese it is commonly called Wat 
Lam (sound the “a” like “u” in but). 
It is a fine place from a Chinese stand- 
point and the center of a large, well- 
populated and fertile district. Four 
hsien (district) cities own its sway, and 
comparatively good roads lead to it from 
various points. A great deal of traffic 
passes over these roads as there is no 
navigable waterway to Wat Lam. the 
goods being mainly transported in long, 
loud-squcaking barrows.

‘Our Alliance mission in South Chi- 
na has for a long time desired to occupy 
this important metropolis of 5S. E. 
Kwong Sai, and a few years ago Mr. 
Howden spent several days there. Since 
then none of our brethren have been able 
to visit the city until this summer when 
it was my privilege to go on a five weeks’ 
itinerary with Wat Lam as the objective 
point. 

Mr. Ng (if you can grunt well you 
will have no difficulty in pronouncing 
it}, myself and a coolie to carry a few 
indispensables and books, left T’ang Un 
on July 23, and went on to Kwai P’ing 
and Tung Tsun by boat. At this latter 
place colporteur Ts’oi joined our party, 
and having engaged another coolie to 
carry an extra load of books, we turned 
our faces Wat Lam-ward and began our 
journey across country. Our plan was 
to stop for a day or two at each market- 
town along the way atid several days at 
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the hsien city, Hing ip. The markets, 
generally, are from 20 to 40 li apart, 
and by starting at daybreak we could 
easily make our destination by nine 
o’clock at the latest. While the men 
prepared our morning meal we usually 
held a sort of informal acquaintance 
meeting with the people that came to 
have a “look see,” and after breakfast 
we made for a temple, market-shed or 
any like favorable spot, where we preach- 
ed and sold books. After holding forth 
for several hours in this way we would 
return to the inn to seek a little rest 
and quiet, if possible. 

In most towns we held an evening ser- 
vice of some kind, either witnessing to 
those that gathered at the inn door, or 
what was better still, having a 
quiet, conversational meeting 
within, with the visitors that 
came. After spending about 
three weeks thus in seven dif- 
ferent places we arrived at Wat 
Lam. Up to that time 
we had found the people, on 
the whole, exceedingly ignor- 
ant and superstitious, and all 
sorts of false reports about the 
foreign devil were unquestion- 
ingly believed. So we were 
very glad that we could at last 
come to them in their dark- 
ness with the blessed Gospel of 
Light and make a beginning of 
sowing the precious seeds of 
truth in the virgin soil of many 
hearts. Everywhere we found 
those who were ° 
friendly, and gladly received 
instruction. There was, of 
course, no little opposition on 
the part of many, but this is 
to be expected when we enter 
new territory where Satan has 
hitherto held undisputed sway. 

Our first reception in Wat 
Lam, however, was all that we 

- could have asked. There 
was but very little shouting of 
“Kill the foreign devil,” and it was indeed 
a cause forthanksgiving to find the crowds 
so quiet and orderly. We had some 
good temple meetings here, especially 
one day when many students came, and 
much opportunity was given tor friend- 
ly, profitable discussion of the Way of 
Truth. We witnessed in every part of 
the city during our eight days’ stay, and 
disposed of many Gospels and tracts. 
Several copies of the Diffusion Society’s 
excellent publications, as also tracts 
and annotated Scripture portions, 
were presented to the Mandarin. 
This we invariably do wherever there 
are officials. One of our first duties in 
entering a town is to send our card with 
a gift of books to the Government repre- 
sentative. 

One of the most encouraging features 
of our sojourn in this city was the night

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THE POWER AND THE PARACLETE 


“Ye shall receive power after the Holy Ghost has come upon 
you” (Acts i. 8). 

THE progress of modern science has illustrated 
and emphasized many spiritual realities. For exam- 
ple, the fact that the invisible forces of nature are far 
mightier than those that are seen and tangible, helps us 
to understand the reality of the power of the great 
spiritual agencies of the unseen world, 

We know now that the silent force of gravitation 
that moves the planets in their courses is far mightier 
than the enormous masses of these great revolving 
worlds themselves. We know that the principle of 
cohesion that holds together the minutest particles of 
matter and even the very members of these bodies of 
ours is far greater than the material elements of these 
organic bodies. We know that the silent lightning of 
the skies is far more forceful than the reverberating 
thunder, and that the subtle electric currents that are 
constantly present in the air are greater even than the 
outbreaks that come in the violence of the thunder 
storm. The silent force that moves the tides of the 
ocean, that brings the dawn of each new morning and 
the advent of each returning spring,—these are the 


real energies of the material universe; and yet they - 


are all unseen and intangible to our physical senses and 

only learned by that lower form of faith that draws its 

conclusions from the outward signs which. we perceive 
with our physical senses. 

I, THE POWER OF THE HOLY GHOST 

‘The Greek. word used for power in the verse that 

we have chosen as our text, has acquired new empha- 

sis through its translation, or rather through its 

transference into modern, scientific phraseology. 

Dynamite is the most powerful force we know in the 

material world, and dynamite is derived from the 

word employed in this and many other passages, and if 

-we substitute that word for the English translation of 

“power it gives new vividness to many a passage in the 

New Testament. “Christ is the Wisdom and the 

., Dynamite of God”; “Somebody hath touched Me, for 

-'T perceive that Dynamite has gone out of Me.” How 

"real the power seems when we translate it into one of 


«the phrases that have been to us so expressive of tre- 
“c.-mendous force and energy. 


All real power ultimately comes from God, “Pow- 
“ser belongeth unto God,” and doubtless it will be 
found at Jast that electricity itself, which is perhaps the 


=" aultimate form of physical force and even of the law of 
". Aagravitation itself, is but a direct form of divine energy. 


One of the most common uses of dynamite is as a 
-destructive and explosive power and so the Holy 
“Ghost has this function and ministry in the spiritual 
kingdom. He comes to break up the hard and stubborn 
soil of the sinful heart. He comes to destroy the foun- 
dations of the kingdom of Satan. He comes to break 
‘down preliminary to the upbuilding of His creation. 
‘But, after all, the destructive forces both of nature and 
of grace are far inferior to the constructive and the 
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positive. Therefore, the chief operations of the Holy 
Spirit are in the direction, not of the negative, but the 
positive. Our uncivilized fathers knew electricity 
chiefly in the form of desolating thunder storms, but 
modern science has found that there is far more power 
latent every moment in the silent air.and developed at 
the call of man from the elements around us for the 
purposes of our industrial life. 

And so we have ceased to look for the Holy Spirit 
in the tempest of some great religious excitement and 
learned to find His ever-present influences around us 
every moment and within reach of the faintest breath 
of believing prayer, whenever we need the manifesta- 
tion of His power. We have learned also that the 
dynamite of God is just as necessary in our common 
lives in the secular and social duties of every day, as 
in the realms more exclusively spiritual and in connec- 
tion with the exercises associated with the sanctuary, 
the closet and the life of communion with God. Just 
as the air is full of electricity when the sky is cloud- 
less and the winds are still, and man can draw it from 
its hiding place to turn the wheels of his factory and 
propel his ships and trains, so faith can take God’s 
strength and grace, not only in the sacred services of 
the Sabbath and the spiritual exercises of the still hour, 
but can also take the same Holy Spirit forth into the 
duties and tasks of daily life; can claim His wisdom in 
the perplexities of business; His power amidst the dif- 
ficult circumstances of life; His fortitude and patience 


when pressed by trial; and His enabling for all the 


claims upon our skill and judgment when our own 
wisdom fails us and our own resources are insufficient. 
It is here that the most practical demonstration of the 
all-sufficiency of Christ is proved from day to day. It 
is here we find that the grace of Jesus Christ and the 
power of God constitute a complete equipment for 
an all-round Christian life and enable us to be at once 
“not slothful in business, but fervent in spirit, serving 
the Lord.” 

Just as in that vast Exposition hall the same dyna- 
mo runs the immense printing press which is rolling 
off the beautiful pages of God’s holy Book, and at the 
same time runs a thousand other machines, the cot- 
ton-gin, the loom, the spinning wheel, the sewing ma- 
chine and the minutest apparatus of man’s daily busi- 
ness life; so this blessed Holy Spirit is power for the 
business man, the factory girl, the typewriter, the 
farmer, the miner, as well as the minister in his pulpit 
and the saint on his knees. Oh, it is a blessed discovery 
to learn thus to use God ever and in everything and to 
say with the great Apostle, “I have learned the secret, 
I can do all things through Christ who strengtheneth 
me.” 

Then we learn another lesson from this fine Greek 
phrase. Power is produced by pressure. The writer 


. went one day to the great power house in one of our 


American cities where the immense trolley system in 
that city received the motive power that kept its mag- 
nificent system in ceaseless operation to the utmost 
suburbs, but all he saw was a vast number of cvlinders 


—— $$ 
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revolving against an obstructing medium and the fric- 
tion produced the electric fire. It was the constant 
rubbing that developed the power. 

What a lesson we may learn from this! The strong- 
est spiritual resources of our Christian life come to us 
in the time of the greatest trials. It is when we are 
cut off from the human sources of our help and 
strength that God becomes indispensable and we learn 
to thank Him for the “thorn that stung” and sent our 
‘heart crying to Him for healing and strength. This 
we find expressed in II. Corinthians xii. 11: “Therefore 
I take pleasure in being without strength, in being re- 
viled, in being in destitution, in being trampled on, in 
being pushed into a corner for Christ’s sake, for when 
I am without strength, then am I dynamite.” Here we 
find that the secret of the Apostle’s power was not a path 
of roses and a chariot of ease to bear him to heaven, but 
conflict, cruel oppression and constant wrong from the 
hands of men and the hate of hell. And yet under all 
these trying circumstances we find him only taking 
greater strength from God in proportion as his trials 
and difficulties increase and proving the hour of his ex- 
tremity the very time of God’s best opportunity. 

Beloved, are we finding it so? Are we making the 
best possible use of our trials? Are we getting all out 
of our hard places for which God sent them? Have we 

built a power house over against all the devil’s bat- 
teries? and are we capturing his ammunition and turn- 
“ing his hindrances into heavenly help? This is our 
high privilege. And so, by and by we shall look back 
‘upon these memories of earthly trial as the sunlit 
peaks of grace and glory, in the retrospect of our lives. 
I, THE PERSONALITY OF THE HOLY GHOST 
We have in this text more than the idea of power. 
It is power embodied in a living Person and communi- 
cated to us only through our union with that Person. 
“Ye shall receive the power of the Holy Ghost coming 
upon you.” It is not abstract power. It is not power 
«handed over to us and left at our disposal and control. 
But it is power retained in the hands of our Friend who 
is always at our call and who Himself insists on keep- 
ing the power and using it for us. The car is not hand- 
ed over to us to run but we are given a free passage on 
‘it and the Conductor runs it. The capital is not placed 
in our hands, but we are given a full partnership in 
ithe firm and the Capitalist supplies the means but in- 
“sists upon running the business while we draw the 
- profits. 

Christian life is not getting hold of a theory and 
‘then working it out ourselves, but it is becoming united 
to a Person and keeping in constant abiding touch with 

‘Him. It is not a storage battery, but an overhead wire 
“and we must always be in contact with the wire. 

Now, all this is finely brought out in another Greek 
word applied in the New Testament to the Holy Ghost. 
This word has also been transferred into our language. 
It is the term Paraclete. The meaning of this word is 
very instructive. The first part of the word. “para,” 
in the Greek language means “near by.” and the Jast 
part of the word means “called.” The whole word 
therefore literally means “one so near to us that we can 
call upon him at any mement.” Well, that is just what 
the Holy Ghost is meant to be to each of our lives. The 
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presence of God is infinitely nearer than we perhaps 
have dreamed. 

The Lord Jesus Christ, God’s blessed Son, came 
to reveal the Father and bring God near, but the Holy 
Ghost comes ta reveal the Son and bring Him nearer 
still. If we might illustrate the subject by a familiar 
fact in the natural world we may observe that the ele- 
ment of light existed before the sun, according to God's 
record of creation in the first chapter of Genesis. This 
is also according to the accepted facts of science. The 
sun is but a receptacle of light that already existed,—a 
light bearer. Now, the Father may be, of course, with 
all allowance for imperfection in any figure, compared 
to primeval light, and Jesus Christ, the Son of God, 
to the sun. The Father was pleased to reveal Himself 
to the world through His Son as the great Light-Bear- 
er through whom we know the true God. 

But now we come to a third fact in nature, namely, 
that even the sun would be of no value to us but for 
a third medium, namely, the atmosphere. through 
which the light of that sun is diffused and distributed 
to the inhabitants of the earth and thus becomes visi- 
ble and practical. Were we to go above the earth's 
atmosphere one hundred miles we would be that much 
nearer the sun, but would only be plunged in utter 
darkness. The absence of the atmosphere would ren- 
der everything invisible and the sun would be a ball 
of fire in a black and midnight sky, and the air would 
be colder than the atmosphere of the poles. Therefore 
we need that firmament that God has flung around our 
globe for the purpose of giving to us the soft and de- 
lightful radiance which at once warms and illumines 
us. 7 

Now, it is precisely the same with the Holy Ghost. 
He performs the same ministry in the spiritual world 
as the atmosphere does in the natural world. He takes 
“the light of the knowledge of God in the face of Jesus 
Christ,” and brings it down to the level of our poor 
weak, human hearts. He makes Christ real and per- 
sonal to us and wakes up in us the power to respond to 
His call ‘ to accept of His love. Without this, 
Christ would have both lived and died in vain, so far 
as we are individually concerned. The Holy Spirit 
therefore is the One near by. He is the Person of the 
Godhead that is in direct and immediate contact with 
us. 

First, He brings God to us and next He brings us 
to God. We are dependent upon Him for the very 
power to understand the Gospel, for the illumination 
that makes Christ real to us, for the first movement of 
desire after God; for the first turning of our heart to 
Him in longing and trust; for the confidence that en- 
ables us to pray and believe; for the spirit of access 
and communion by which we draw near to the Father 
and have fellowship with His Son, Jesus Christ. How 
utterly helpless and dependent we are upon Him for 
the very power to come to Him. Were we to lose our 
trust for a moment, the most experienced Christian 
would sink into despair. How we thank Him for that 
ecntle, faithful, ceascless Friend that constantly keeps 
our confidence and our communion and makes God 
so near to us that we can come to Him for mercy and 
etice to help in time of need. 

Now this great fact of the nearness of God is also 
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one of the things that the progress of modern science is 
making real in our day. Some one has lately said that 
when we had a thought that we wanted to send to Eu- 
rope we used to put it on board a sailing vessel and 
after several weeks it reached Europe. Later we put 
it on board a steamship and it got to Europe in a week. 
Still later we sent it along a cable wire under the At- 
lantic waves and it reached Europe in an hour, Now 
we can send it forward on the wireless air and it is 
caught on the other side of the sea by an apparatus that 
repeats the message just as it was sent. 

Nay, we can now put our lips to the telephone and 
actually talk with distant places and be conscious 
that space and time are absolutely eliminated from our 
modern intercourse. What the future will reveal in ad- 
dition to these startling discoveries of science one can 
scarcely dream. But God is showing us in these last 
times that time and space have no place in the spirit- 
ual economy. 

God had taught us this long before in connection 
with the spiritual world. When Jesus met the agon- 
ized father yonder at Cana with a message to come 
quickly to Capernaum a dozen miles away, the father 
thought that it was indispensable that Jesus should ac- 
tually go. But to the Lord Capernaum was as near 
as the corner of the next street and without going 
He sent across that intervening space one act of will, 
one word of power and in a moment the son was 

_ healed. This was meant to teach His disciples that al- 
“though for a little while His presence should be re- 


moved from the world and His person should actually _ 


be in some far distant portion of this universe, yet this 
did not really remove Him from their midst. Through 
all the space that intervenes between us and what 
‘we call heaven He would still be able to speak to us, 
and the telephone of prayer would be open, the wire- 
less waves of love and faith would flow between and it 
would be actually and always true, “Lo, I am with you 
_all the days, even unto the end of the age.” 
Beloved, are we thus walking in His presence? 
Are we thus saying with one of His ancient saints, “I 
have set the Lord always before me’? Are we thus 
dwelling in heaven while we live on earth? This is our 
privilege. Let us fully enter into it and prove to the 
men who are perishing for lack of the knowledge of 
“God that it is possible for mortal and créated beings 
--to live perpetually in the fellowship of heaven and to 
.., dwell in that glorious place “where the sun shall no 
‘more go down, but God shall be our everlasting Light 
and the days of our mourning shall be ended.” 
It is said that a skeptic who was lying on a bed of 
sickness got his little daughter to suspend above his 
“bed on a cord certain letters of the alphabet, which 


“spelt out the sentence, “GOD IS NO WHERE.” But 


by some accident the letters got displaced during his 
‘sleep in the night, and when he woke next morning the 

" sentence stood out before his eyes slightly changed, but 
the meaning entirely reversed, and this was the way it 
read: “GOD IS NOW HERE.” It is said that the 
impression was so irresistible that God was speaking 
to his soul that his scoffing was changed to penitence 
and prayer, and he found ere long that God was more 
real than he had dreamed and was as great a comfort 
as He had once been an object of aversion and fear. 
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Dear friend, you cannot get away from Him. “All 
things are naked and open to the eyes of Him with 
whom you have to do.” "Acquaint now therefore thy- 
self with Him, and be at peace; thereby good shall 
come unto thee.”

THE PRESENCE OF GOD 


—\We have become so accustomed to the thought that 
God is everywhere—a thought drilled into us since ear- 
liest childhood-——that we have largely lost sight of the 
fact that there is a presence of God, and a presence of 
God. In one sense, God is immanent in nature, uphold- 
ing all things by His power and impelling all things 
by divine force. 

In another sense, this same God may be near or 
far, according as we stand towards Him. Equally near 
to all as the upholder of the natural order, He is not 
equally near to all in the spiritual sense. Yet all 
blessedness consists not only in the Father's spiritual 
nearness, but in our deepening realization of it. One 
of the old writers, with that keen spiritual insight 
which marked so many of them, spoke of “the practice 
of the presence of God,” meaning thereby that our 
realization of God’s presence does not come all at 
once as an abiding fact in the spiritual life, but that 
it requires separate acts of will—practicing, in other 
words—until its realization is learned, thus becoming a 
blessed habit of the soul. 

God’s presence, and our satisfying realization of it 
are two things. His presence is vouchsafed to us the 
very moment we trustingly commit ourselves to Him, 
but our realizationof it is a gradually acquired pleasure. 
We have seen it clearly and beautifully put in this 
way: A bride is a wife the moment she is married, but 
the realization and privileges of wifehood are grad-

PERFECT 
(Phil. iii, 12-15.) 


The word “perfect ”is used in Scripture 
with the sense of completed. In the text 
it has reference to two distinct works: 


I, The completed work of salvation by 
which the sinner is justified and made 
guiltless before God. 

II. The daily life and character of the 
Christian. 

In vs, 15 we have reference to the 
perfection of all who are in Christ, 
through the completed offering of the 
body of the Lord Jesus (Heb. x. 15). 
“For by one offering He hath perfected 
forever them that are sanctified,” or sep- 
arated in Christ to Himself. Col. iii, 10 
has the same thought, “ye are complete 
in Him.” 

In all the writings of Paul he con- 
stantly affirms that we are “in Christ,” 
and so found by a finished work of sal- 
vation freely bestowed of God. 

“For by grace are ye saved, and that 
mot of yourselves, it is the gift of 
God (Eph. ii, 8-9), through faith. Not 
of works lest any man should boast.” 

Also Heb. x. 10, “By the which will 
‘we are sanctified through the offering up 


es of the body of Jesus Christ once for all.” 


This, is: a perfect, complete salvation. 
Man ‘cannot add to or take away from 
When we receive Christ 
we are baptized into Him, and thus per- 
fected with His own completeness. In 
- Him we are “without fault before the 
‘throne of God,” being covered with His 
righteousness, that is, the righteousness 
of Christ. 
_» We do not need to write that this re- 
- fers to only the forgiven and justified 
through the blood of Christ. 
In vs. 12 “perfect” refers to the 
~ Jife and character of the perfected man. 
Paul sees how far short of the standard 
God has set before us, in Christ, him- 
_ --self and all others are. He sees that it 
‘ds not to be gained by works. All his 





ito and suffering together with natural 


‘advantages pass before him and as he 
~ gazes he sees their true value to be noth- 

ing. He declares all to be worthless and 
» loss in gaining the desired Christlike- 
ness. He sees that freedom from sin and 
carnal appetites and thoughts is gained 

only by a knowledge of Christ, and con- 

formity to His death to self, from the 
“age of twelve years, when he disputed 
with the doctors in the Temple (Luke ii. 
‘ 20), to the culmination of that death 
on Calvary. Paul seeing the wondrous 
‘purity and grace of the character of 
Christ, exclaims, “Not that I have al- 
ready attained or were already made 
perfect in likeness to my Lord, but this 
one thing I do, I am forgetting afl my 
toil and sacrifice, all I know of my Lord 
in deepest fellowship of suffering, all 
attainment of Christian character—all,

all I will forget in order to perfect 
Christlikeness in my inward being and 
outward conduct.” 

This he says is not by work or effort, 
but through a knowledge of Christ Him- 
self. “To know Him and the power of 
His resurrection.” (See John xvii. 3 
also.) To know Him as Life and “be 
made conformable to His death”—death 
to all self life. 

It is by this life laid down and by the 
resurrection life within that we attain 
to Christlikeness of conduct and charac- 
ter, The resurrection life puts off all 
the old life in order to perfect fulness of 
life and fruitage. The fruit of the Spirit 
is brought to perfection only in such 
yielded lives. May God grant us a burn- 
ing thirst for our Lord that puts all the 
past away and counts a// loss, that we 
may gain Him, a yieldedness that opens 
every avenue of our being to Him to fill 
with Himself the Life—the Resurrec- 
tion Life.

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TRYING THINGS THAT DIFFER 
(Phil. i, 10.) 
BY LAURA C, SHERIDAN 


About a year ago a dear child of God 
told me of a trial of faith that came 
to her in the early days of her faith in 
Christ for the body. A dear niece was 
very ill and she was exercised in heart 
and mind as to whether she might claim 
her healing when God spoke to her thus: 
“Fear not, daughter, 1 have undertaken 
the case. She shall recover.” Later 
the sick one died, but the dear one 
was enabled to rest quietly in God by 
believing that He had indeed spoken 
to her as she understood it, but that He 
had been unable to keep the promise 
made by the failure of the parents to 
comply with Ezek, xxxvi. 37, They had 
declined to dismiss the physician. Over 
against this experierice allow me to re- 
late a gentle leading of last summer: 

Starting to camp meeting with a sis- 
ter in Christ the latter objected strong- 
ly to the checking of the baggage, insist- 
ing that there would be trouble about it 
if we did so, and believing that God 
showed her this. The baggage master 
had told us he could check to our des- 
tination; we knew that the campmeet- 
ing management expected to handle 
trunks, so the sister’s impression seemed 
absurd. But having often found her 
leadings to be of God, I committed this 


———_one to Him, and definitely trusted Him 


to bring safely to its destination the 
large telescope it seemed absolutely ne- 
cessary to have checked. When the 
‘conductor took my ticket he said some- 
thing to me about baggage, but I under- 
stood him to be offering polite assistance 
“tn caring for that with which I was en- 
cumbered, 1 was trying to arratige it on 
a seat. 
At a junction near the end of our 
journey two other sisters joined us, go- 
ing to the same campmeeting. One sis- 
‘ter sat down by me and I turned my 
head from the car window just in time to 
‘Jisee her giving her check to the conductor. 
“On inquiry I learned that no baggage 
“-was ever put off at the little cross-roads 
“station where we left the train, unless 
the check was put into the hands of the 
conductor who saw that it was put off. 
Why God did not permit us both to 
check our baggage as usual and then 
: help at least one of us to clearly under- 
stand the conductor's question about 





“", “baggage can be understood only on the 


gtound that there was some lesson for 
us in the way He did lead. If my gaze 
eut of the car window had been pro- 
longed one second, 1 would have failed 
to see the sister’s check passing into 
the hand of the conductor where mine 
needed to be, and the baggage would 
have been carried on, and there would 
have been trouble about the haggage as

the sister prophesied; that is, if God 
had not taken some other unusual way 
to get it off. Now, since God did not 
positively say to the sister that if we 
checked our baggage we would fail to 
get it, as she understood the impression, 
what did He say to her? 

It is not more reasonable to suppose 
that inasmuch as God had a very posi- 
tive and blessed service for us at that 
campmeeting, Satan may have deliberately 
laid a plan to cause our baggage to be 
carried on, and that God raised up a 
standard against him by whispering in 
this sister’s heart about the baggage, not 
a direct prophecy as she took it, but 
that which would lead to a very definite 
committal of the baggage and its safe 
delivery to God? It was while quietly 
looking to Him for guidance that the 
writer decided to check her baggage on 
the strength of the conviction that the 
railroad would not check baggage for 
which it did not provide safe delivery, 
the Lord simply touching her reason to 
assist to this decision. But suppose she 
had laughed at the sister’s impression 
as so many do who say, “Why ignore 
your brains?” and should have checked 
the baggage without any definite trust in 
God for its safe delivery? Can any 
trusting child of God believe that the 
results would have been the same? 

Now in this matter of people dying 
where assurance of recovery has been 
given to praying ones. May not the im- 
pression made upon the heart sometimes 
be somewhat misunderstood? May it 
be not rather the assurance that we are 
on the right road, that God is willing to 
heal, that in response to our cry of faith 
He has undertaken the case without pos- 
itively saying (at least not in all cases 
where it is so understood) just what the 
result will be, that being contingent upon 
continued faith and obedience on the 
part of some one? It is difficult for the 
writer to believe that God would say a 
thing was going to be without being 
ready to move all heaven to cause it to 
be if necessary. It is stated in the Word 
that Jesus cried on the cross “I thirst,” 
that the Scriptures about that seemingly 
unimportant thing might be fulfilled, 
and, a8 one has said, He could not bow 
His head and say, “It is finished,” until 
that too had been fulfilled. For fif- 
teen years the writer stumbled over what 
seemed to be a plain leading from God, 
and yet which if accepted as she had 
interpreted it, made it impossible for it 
to be truc that God is willing to heal 
every trusting one. She had to let her 
leadings go, even a seemingly plain an- 
swet to prayer, that God’s Word might 
stand. Oh, we must not take away one 
jot of God's written Ward. The time 
may come when that very tiny point of 
the truth is all that we have to stand 
upon to keep from sinking. “Thou hast 
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magnified Thy Word above all Thy 
name,” or ways of blessing, 

Another point to be considered in con- 
nection with the sister’s experience men- 
tioned at the beginning of this article 
is the fact that God led her to claim 
the healing of her niece without attach- 
ing to it the condition that the girl’s 
parents should also exercise faith for 
the direct healing power without the 
use of remedies, Was she then justified 
in afterwards attaching to the case that 
condition? I ask in the utmost sincer- 
ity, because desiring instruction. I long 
ago concluded that if we wanted to help | 
people’s bodies by the prayer of faith 
we would help them very little if we 
waited for every one concerned to have 
an intelligent faith, God heard my 
prayer for a sister who was very ill with 
erysipelas without leading me to pay any 
attention whatever to the fact that she 
had a physician. Just two days before 
she was taken I had claimed her spirit- 
ual restoration, and saw God’s hand in 
the affliction. When she reached the 
point of confession of backsliding, and 
asked for prayer for her soul, knowing 
she was in danger of death, my faith 
at once took hold for her healing also. 
The next morning the swelling was 
nearly all gone, although the doctor 
had said it would grow much worse. 
While God will always lead a spiritual 
person to believe for his or her own 
healing before working the cure, it seems 
most reasonable that the way to create 
faith in the hearts of the spiritually weak 
is to let them see some cases of healing. 
I did not feel led to urge my sister to 
dispense with her physician, knowing 
that her faith could stand no such strain, 
and believing God would hear prayer for 
her as soon as the purpose of her sick- 
ness had been wrought out, and so it 
proved.

I am sure you would like to hear 
something about our dear little girls in 
India. I will send you a picture so you 
can see what some of them look like. 
You will see they are not dressed up in 
nice clean clothes as you are. Some- 
times when you do not have a nice new 
dress to wear to Sunday school, you 
complain and tell your mamma you do 
not want to go. he next time you are 
inclined to do so. just stop and think of 
the poor little girls in India, many of 
avhom never have but one or two calico 
dresses during the whole year. 

This picture was taken at the 
‘beginning of the terrible famine. 
The missionary, Mrs. Herron, got them 
when nearly starved and brought them 
to our orphanage. They were ragged, 
dirty, lousy and very wicked. It was 
easier for them to tell a lie than to tell 
the truth, because 
they had never 
been taught that it 
was a sin to lie. 
lf you look at the 
little girl in’ the 
front row, — the 
“third one from the 
Missionary, you 
will think she does 
not look very thin 
as if starving, but 
she is in the last 
‘stage of starvation 
and her body is all 





swollen, which 
‘proved that she 
could not live 
jong. When she 
came to us her 
“mouth was filled 


with ulcers, some 
of her teeth were 
Joose from the ef- 
fects, and her one 
“cheek eaten almost 


An-

“mouth every day. 
It took two of us;

Their names are Barney and Chunia.

I wish I could 
show you at this time their pictures as 
they are today. They are very clean 
-and neat and I think real pretty. They 
can sew, cook and care for the sick 
children, They are two of the bright- 
est girls in the school. 1 think now they 
are helping to teach some of the young- 
er ones, While at heme  ] had

letters from them, written most beauti- 
fully in their own language. They are 
now like foundation stones in our large 
orphanage of over four hundred girls, 
and are a great help to dear Miss Wells 
and the other missionaries in charge. 
You perhaps have heard that all the 
little girls in India are married when 
they are young, twelve years being the 
maximum age. Ifa man does not marry 
off his daughters until they are over that 
age he is liable to be put ow or caste. 
When they marry so young they gener- 
ally have very unhappy lives to live. 
Their husbands beat and treat them most 
cruelly. They must draw and carry wa- 
ter from the large wells, work in the 
fields and on the roads, and carry large 
bundles of wood, sometimes for miles. 
They are generally the slaves of their 
husbands. Vhe litle girls who have 
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been brought to our orphanage often 
tell of the suffering they endured in their 
homes before coming, 1 wish you could 
see their happy faces when they are 
singing about Jesus. They can make as 
much noise, at least, as any of the chil- 
dren in America. Every day God’s 
Word is read to them and they have 
prayer and singing. They generally en- 
joy this part of the day very much. I 
have heard them pray very earnestly for 
the little girls and boys in America, I 
wonder if you do the same for them. 
J trust you do, and I hope and pray that 
this little message may help you to pray 
for the dear children of India.

So poor 
were her parents, that the child’s cradle 
was rocked by the waterfall, by a cu- 
rious native device of a wheel attached 
to a rocker, while the mother toiled on 
the slope, carrying soil to the naked 
rocks, 


Johanna mended her father’s nets in 
winter, oiled his great boots so that he 
could stand in, the icy water to fish, 
dug the potatoes, cut the scanty wheat, 
gathered pine needles to fill the beds, 
sheared the sheep, and spun until her 
hands were bleeding. At sixteen she 
went out to service in others’ fields, and 
at twenty married a poor peasant lad 
who had loved her from childhood. Un- 
til very recently 
she regularly 
swung the flail on 
the threshing 
floor, mowed the 
hay with a scythe, 
and bound the 
sheaves in time 
of harvests. 

For twelveyears 
after her marriage, 


so stern was her 
poverty, she never 
saw a newspaper 


or a book, a Bible 
or a hymn-book, 
the things which, 
above all else, she 
craved. Uncom- 
plainingly, ~ how- 
ever, she endured 
her hard lot, and 
from the darkness 
rose—a poet. 

A special mes- 
senger was lately 
sent by the Em- 
press of Germany 
to find ‘this un- 
known writer of 
newspaper verses 
which had so 
He avaieled in the dead of 
winter toward the Russian border, 
where, at last, in a house of a forlorn 
village. he found the genius all Ger- 
many today seeks to honor.

PAUL AND APOLLOS 


Golden Text :—“If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts unto your 
children, how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask Him” (Luke xi. 13). 


Lesson Text, Acts xviii. 24-xix, 6. 


INTRODUCTION 
From Cenchrea, the seaport of 
Corinth, Paul sailed in company with 
Aquila and Priscilla for Ephesus. Here 
he stayed only a short time; and prom- 
ising to return soon continued the rest of 
the journey alone to Cesarea. Having 
saluted the church at Jerusalem, he went 
to Antioch. From here he started on his 
third missionary journey, which covered 
the years 54-58. The account of this 
journey is given in Acts xviii, 23-xxi. 17. 
After passing through Galatia and Phry- 
gia, Paul came to Ephesus, where we 

find him in our lesson today. 


LESSON 

1. The Character and Ministry of Apol- 
los (vs, 24-28), 

The closing section of the eighteenth 
chapter of Acts is a digression from the 
historic narrative of Paul’s labors; in 
character it is intended to be introduc- 
tory to the next chapter. Apollos is one 
of the leading characters in the New 
Testament. By some scholars he is sup- 
posed to be the author of the epistle 
to the Hebrews, Look up the following 

_ references to Apollos: I. Cor. i. 12, iii. 
§, 6, iv. 6; Titus iii, 13. Apollos was a 
~-. Jew with a Gentile name; Apollos is the 
name of the Greek god of beauty and 
strength. Alexandria was in Egypt; it 
was the home of a great number of 
Jews who combined their study of the 
Greek Scriptures with researches in 
Greek philosophy and literature. The 
Greek version of the Old Testament was 
prepared by Jewish scholars of Alexan- 
dria in the third century B.C. The fore- 
“most teacher of the Alexandrian school 
~was Philo. Apollos must have been 
. trained in Grecian philosophy as well as 
“in the Jewish Scriptures. Verse 25 gives 
. us his character and equipment as a 
teacher. The expression “fervent in the 
-Spirit,” refers to his own spirit; he was 


zealous for God. In verse 26 Aquila and 
Priscilla, the Jewish couple with whom 


-Paul lived in Corinth, again come before 
_ us. Here they are the teachers of Apol- 
“dos in the deeper things of God. Does it 
~ ‘mot throw a beautiful light upon the 


U Character of Apollos that although he 


was a famous and learned minister, yet 
he was humble enough to be willing to 
be taught by Aquila and Priscilla? In 
verse twenty-seven we have what is be- 
lieved to be the first instance of letters of 
commendation sent from one church to 
another. These letters of recommenda- 
tion became common in the post-aposto!- 


ic age. Is not this letter of commenda- 
tion a proof of two things, viz.: of the 
humility of Apollos and of his having 
learned the way of the Lord more per- 
fectly? This conjecture, especially with 
reference to its latter part, is strengthen- 
ed by what we readin versetwenty-eight ; 
to be able to teach the messiahship of 
Jesus is proof of great advancement over 
knowing only the baptism of John. It 
might be suggested in passing that the 
expression, “through grace,” in the pre- 
ceding verse goes better with the word 
“helped” than with the word “believed.” 
It was through the grace which he him- 
self had received that Apollos was able 
to speak to the edification of the Corin- 
thian believers. Paul gives his ministry 
high praise in declaring that he had wa- 
tered what he himself had planted (I. 
Cor. iii. 6). 

Il. The opening of Paul’s longer 
ministry in Ephesus by the Christian 
baptism of twelve men and the coming 
upon them of the Holy Spirit (vs. 1-7). 

On his first missionary journey Paul 
had been forbidden by the Spirit to 
preach the Gospel in Asia, so he did not 
reach Ephesus. In returning from his 
second journey he tarried a brief season 
at Ephesus (chap. xviii, 19). This sec- 
tion marks the beginning of Paul’s 
longer ministry in this important city. 
The time was coincident with Apollos’ 
ministry in Corinth, probably in 55 A.D. 
The expression “the upper coasts” re- 
fers to Galatia and Phrygia, This sec- 
tion is interesting for many reasons, 
viz.: the incident marks the opening of 
Pawl’s ministry in Ephesus; it gives us 
the distinction between the baptism of 
John and Christian baptism; it connects 
the gift of the Holy Spirit with the lay- 
ing on of hands; and it is the third ex- 
ample in the New Testament of speak- 
ing with tongues. The two questions 
in verse two should be worded a little 
differently from the A.V. Read, “Received 
ye the Holy Ghost when ye believed?” 
This connects the gift of the Spirit with 
the moment of believing on Christ. Also 
read, “We did not so much as hear 
whether the Holy Ghost was given.” 
Connect this with John vii. 39. The 
baptism of John was different from 
Christian baptism. “John’s baptism was 
but a washing symbolical of the repent- 
ance which he preached; baptism into 
the name of Christ is a pledge of the 
covenant of salvation." The gift of 
tongues is mentioned, besides in our Ies- 
son, at Pentecost and at the conversion 
of Cornelius (Acts ii. 4 and x. 46). 


TEACHING POINTS 


1. Apollos was talented, learned and 
instructed in the Scriptures of the Old 
Testament, but he did not know the way 
of God perfectly. His mind needed to 
be illuminated by the Holy Ghost. There 
are many ministers and Christian work- 
ers like Apollos. They are gifted, cul- 
tured, even eloquent, and know much of 
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the Word of God; but they do not know 
the deeper things of the Spirit. Some 
know their lack and are seeking to sup-~ 
ply it; while others, alas! have a zeal not 


unto knowledge and are handicapped in. 


their service for Christ. 

2. It would have been easy for Aquila 
and Priscilla to criticize Apollos and to 
publish his shortcomings among their 
friends. How much better it was for 
them to take him privately and instruct 
him in the way of the Lord. 


3. Happy that minister who has an. 


Aquila and a Priscilla among his mem- 
bers. Such people are a strength and 
blessing. But twice happy that min- 
ister who is willing to be taught by an 
Aquila and a Priscilla. The pulpit can 
learn many things from the pew. How 
many mistakes and even failures on the 
part of ministers would be avoided if 
there were more such church members 
as Aquila and Priscilla. 

4. The custom of giving letters of 
commendation should be more fully ob- 
served today. Great care, however, 
should be exercised, lest incapable 
Christians, unworthy of confidence, re- 
ceive such credentials. We are enjoined 
to “lay hands suddenly on no man”; and 
the spirit of this command applies to 
words or letters of commendation. 

5. John’s baptism has passed away. Its 
place has been taken by Christian bap- 
tism which is an outward sign and seal 
of an inner work of grace. Christian 
baptism is the application of water in the 
name of the triune God. The name of 
Christ means His nature, rights and au- 
thority. ; 

6. In the New Testament the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit accompanied water 
baptism. Sometimes the baptism of the 
Spirit preceded water baptism, as in the 
conversion of Cornelius (Acts x. 44). 
Sometimes the baptism of the Spirit fol- 
lowed the baptism by water, as in the 
case of the Samaritan believers (Acts 
viii.).

A LAW OF GROWTH 


Bishop Phillips Brooks has said in- 
reference to the disposition to make a 
special and technical religious life and 
to open the gates to go away “to where 
the eyes and ears shal] see and learn 
nothing but their own sacred sights and’ 
sounds,” that God will not allow that 
impulse to find perfect satisfaction: 

“He is always forcing the new relig- 
ious life into contact with the old. The 
new man must still mix with the old 
men, and touch them closely in al) the 
pressure of our ever-shifting life. The 


“circumstances will not be entirely al- 


tered with the alteration of the spirit. 
With everything that is inherently wick- 
ed in the old occupations once and for- 
ever cast away, the soul finds that it is 
to keep the rest and grow, not out of 
them, but in them, and enlarge them as 
it grows, making them fit for the new 
work they have to do in ministering to. 
an ever-enlarging soul.”—London Chris-

What the Church Could Do 

In an article on the Church Missions 
“in The Christian, Rev. John Stewart of 
Madras says: “If the churches of Chris- 
iendom sent forth their missionaries in 
the same proportion as the Moravian 
Church, there wonld be on the field 400,- 
000 instead of 14,000, and if only a quar- 
ter of the members and adherents of the 
Protestant Church gave one half-penny 
per day, the amount raised would be 
$25,000,000 instead of $4,000,000.” As 
it is. the Church is at present in touch 
with less than one two-hundredth part 
of those for whom Christ died, and 30,- 
000,000 are dying without a knowledge 
of salvation. The work will certainly 
never be done unless a very different 
and higher standard of consecration to 
Gad is adopted by the Christian men 
and women of our land. “The urgent 
need, the absolute duty, the unspeakable 
blessedness, and actual possibility of liv- 
ing wholly for God, is the ground on 
which not anly our responsibility but 
our appeals for the evangelization of the 
heathen world must ever rest.”

Christianity in Japan 

There is much writing of a depreca- 
tory and pessimistic kind in regard to 
the position of Christianity in the land 
ot cur new allies, and. it is urged that 
as a set-off to the teachings of Jesus 
we have given the Japanese an intro- 
duction to the soul-destroying scepti- 
cal philosophy af the day, and that the 
Jatter is undermining the former. Like 
“many other arguments against Christi- 
anity, this is forced too far. The mis- 
-sion workers in Japan, as elsewhere, 
are not blatant, and their influence is 
quietly spreading in its appointed work. 

. Today there are 723 Protestant mission- 
aries laboring in the islands, with a 
.membership of over 45,000, and about 
20,000 inquirers, There are seventy- 
one seli-supporting, and 316 partly self- 
supporting congregations; 864 Sunday 
schools, with 33,039 scholars, and fifty- 
nine day schools, with over 8,000 pupils. 
These figures testify to the visible re- 
Sults, but the indirect ones are incal- 
‘‘enlable. As a missionary, Rey. J. oO. 
Spencer. has said, the influence upon the 
‘national life is enormous. Each ses- 
sion of Parliament, for instance, since 
7890 has had at least fifteen Christian 
“members, and they have been the mould- 
ers of Parliamentary thought. Five of 


<n; ithe seven Presidents of the House have 


_sbeen selected from the Christians. And 
“as Mr. Spencer has remarked: 

“It is not too much to say that it was 
the influence of Christianity which plac- 
ed the immortal article in’ the constitu- 
. tion of Japan, guaranteeing religious 
cdiberty to every Japanese subject.” 


Senor Sagasta, ex-Premier of Spain, 
‘died at 11 o'clock on the night of Jan. 
s. At half past six he had an attack 
of heart failure. and it was then thought 
he was dead; he rallied, however, and 
lived for four hours and a half. He 
expired in the presence of his family. He 


had been very ill for some days from 
bronchitis, complicated by gastric com- 
plaints and fever. Senor Sagasta was 
73 years of age. He retired from pub- 
lic life but a few weeks ago.

Facts About Cuba 

From a recent bulletin issued by the 
United States Geological Survey, en- 
titled “A Gazetteer of Cuba,” compiled 
by Henry Gannett, geographer, the fol- 
lowing suggestive facts regarding the 
island are taken: 

With an increase of 44,000 square 
miles and a population in 1899 of 1,572,- 
797, only 3 per cent. of the arca of the 
island and only 10 per cent. of the area 
in farms was under cultivation. The 
most highly cultivated portions of the 
island were in Matanzas and Habana 
provinees, which lie adjoining in its 
western part. while in Puerto trincipe, 
the large central province, cultivation 
was comparatively slight and the Jand 
was used mostly for cattle ranches. The 
crops, in the order of areas cultivated, 
were: First, sugar cane, occupying 
somewhat less than half of the culti- 
vated arca; next, sweet potatoes, occu-~ 
pying 11 per cent. of the area; tobacco, 
9 per cent. and bananas a trifle less than 
9 per cent. Tobacco and sugar were 
grown in aj] the provinces. In 1899 
there were in Cuba 207 sugar mills, 
with a daily production of 61.407 bags. 

Light is thrown on the depopulating 
effect of war in Cuba by the compari- 
son of the census of 1899 with that of 
1877. In the latter year it was 1,631,- 
687, or 59,000 more than twelve years 
later, in 1899. Allowing for the prob- 
able increase in the population between 
1887 and 1895, the year in which the 
insurrection broke out, the loss of life, 
as indicated by the two censuses, may 
be estimated at nearly 200,000, a loss to 
be attributed to the war and the accom- 
panying reconcentration. 

The bulletin is accompanied by maps 
and charts and contains nearly 4,000 
geographic names.

From the Kirchenseitung we glean 
the following facts, surely food for 
thought. More than a thousand million 
men are Jiving on earth. The average 
duration of a human life is thirty years. 
Accordingly every thirty years a thou- 
sand million men pass into eternity, ev- 
ery year thirty-three million, three hun- 
dred and thirty-three thousand, three 
hundred and thirty-three, every day a 
number equivalent to the population of 
a large city, every hour over three thou- 
sand, every second one. A year of your 
life completed means that in that pe- 
riod over ninety thousand souls have

clock has finished its circuit the time of 
grace has passed forever for nearly four 
thousand souls. With every minute of

Among all these 
candidates for death two-thirds are as 
yet outside the pale of the Gospel, and 
among the remainder the vast majority 
are Christians only in name.

Opium Victims in Chine 

Intemperance and self-indulgences 
vary with different nations, but none is 
so thoroughgoing and horrible in re- 
sults as that of the Chinese. A recent 
traveler describes the opium villages of 
northern China in a way that should 
make the living writhe who are directly 
or indirectly profiting by the Chinese 
opium war. Mr. Nichols says: 

“Every year a number of the moun- 
tain settlements succumb to the blight 
of the land and sink into ‘opium vil- 
lages.’ The entire population becomes 
addicted to the habit simultaneously. 
The drug is introduced into the village. 
Some one delighted with the sensations 
which follow his first smoke tells his 
neighbors. They all experiment with it. 
They, too. are all charmed with the hap- 
Py oblivion it gives to cold and fatigue 
and the dull monotony of their lives. 
Men, women and children begin sys- 
tematically to smoke opium. It is only 
a question of time before they become 
its victims. Their fields are neglected; 
they cease to care for nourishing food; 
the only interest they have in life is the 
fatal iruit of the poppy; they cease to be 
recognized as human beings; they are 
only dwellers in an ‘opium village.’ From 
that time their doom is sealed. Their 
village is shunned so far as possible by 
every one, and they are referred to as a 
company of the lost, very much as 
though they were already dead. By de. 
grees all that they have in the world is 
spent to satisfy their cravings for opi- 
um. Either as a direct result of its use 
or because of the exposure and neglect 
incident to it, they die, one by one, un- 
til what was for centuries a dwelling- 
place of peaceful, contented husband- 
men becomes only a shapeless mass of 
crumbling walls and roofless houses, de- 
serted and untenanted, where no sound 
of human voices breaks the mountain 
stillness, and where the bitter Mongol- 
ian winds of winter sweep unchecked 
through the wrecks of homes.” 


Before Dr. Torrey arrived in Austra- 
lia, careful plans were made for the re- 
vival that was expected. The churches, 
in the first place, got together. That is 
the indispensable preliminary to any 
Christian progress. Then, they held 
prayer meetings for weeks, imploring 
God for a great outpouring of His Spir- 
it. No fewer than 16,800 cottage pray- 
er meetings were held, attended by 117,- 
ooo people. Then, there was organiza- 
tion. The local committees numbered 
700, the choir members were 2,500, and 
there were 2,000 personal workers. 
Fifty Australian pastors and evangelists 
were in charge of the work, under Dr. 
Torrey. No human prevision and prep- 
aration was omitted. And then God 
added His blessing.

Palestine, once considered so poor in 
archeological treasures, has recently be- 
come the scene of great archeological ac- 
tivity. This new departure in Palestine 
exploration is due, in no slight measure, 
to the initiative of the German Emperor 
who, it is said, is bearing the cost of 
the extensive excavations which are be- 
ing carried out under the supreme direc- 
tion of Professor Puchstein, at Ba’albek, 
of the excavations at Niha, north of 
Zahleh, in the Lebanon, and of the ten- 
excavations which have been 
made at Palmyra, Jerash, Amman, and 
other centers of Roman influence in 
Eastern Palestine.

Under the avspices of the Emperor, 
the German Society for the Exploration 
of Palestine are excavating at Tell Mut- 
selfim (Megiddo?); and a large build- 
ing has been erected on the Imperial 
camping ground north of Jerusalem, for 
the German Archaological Institute for 
the Exploration of Palestine, of which 
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Professor Dalman has been appointed 
the first president. 

Professor Vorrey, the first director of 
the American School of Oriental Re- 
search, has excavated at Sidon. The 
Austrians are excavating the site of 
faanach, “by the waters of Megiddo,” 
where Professor Sellan has made im- 
portant discoveries. A Russian expedi- 
tion has been working at Palmyra, and 
has secured for the Imperial Museum 
at the Hermitage the celebrated customs 
tariff of the time of Hadrian in Palmyra 
and Greek, And Macridy Bey has been 
excavaling the temple of Eshmun, erect- 
ed by a grandson of Eshmunazar in the 
vicinity of Sidon, for the Imperial Otto- 
man Museum at Constantinople, which 
will be greatly enriched by his discov- 
eries, 

Mr. Macalister’s reports show that the 
work of the fund is in safe hands, and 
that the first Society formed for the 
systematic exploration of Palestine only 
needs financial support to enable it to 
hold its own with the friendly rivals that 
have happily decided to take an active 
part in the archzological exploration of 
ie poly Land.—Palestine Exploration

meeting. A motley company of stu- 
dents, store people and day laborers 
would gather in the main room of the 
inn, and there in the quiet of the even- 
ing hour God met us and gave much 
liberty in answering their many ques- 
tions. I never spoke to more attentive 
audiences, and I felt as much at home 
as in our own hak fong (visitor’s room) 
at T’ang Un, 

But there was one thing that encour- 
aged me even more than all this, viz.: 
that God gave real travail of spirit as I 
waited before Him in prayer for that 
great heathen city. I knew this meant 
the salvation of souls, and my heart re- 
joiced. 

When I left Wat Lam it was with 
the hope that I might soon return with 
one of our native preachers and remain 
for several months. This was also the 
wish of the Committee, but in the mean- 
time an urgent call has come from our 
native worker at Namning, requesting 
that one of the foreign brethren go to 
them, as there are several who are ready 
and longing to be baptized, etc. It has 
fallen to my lot to go, but this involves 
the giving up of my former plans for the 
time at least. And thus this promising 
field of Wat Lam, so ready for the sow- 
er, must be passed by because the labor- 
ers are too few! However, as I go over- 
land to Namning I am glad to say I shall 
be able to spend a few days there as 
well as stop at all the cities and market- 
towns en route. If it were the only 
neglected field we could the more easily 
pass by it, but it is only one of the many 
walled cities of China still unoccupied 
by the messengers of Christ. We cannot 
stop to bemoan the neglect of the past, 
which we are often tempted to do, but 
rather let us ask ourselves the question, 
What can I do now, yes-NOW! for 
these Christless multitudes in the teem- 
ing cities and thriving towns through- 
out China and the other heathen lands? 
Oh, what wide-open doors He is setting 
before us in these days! What glorious 
opportunities for witnessing are ours 
NOW! Speaking for our own Province 
of Kwong Sai there are over sixty wall- 
ed cities that have NO MISSIONARY! 
Think of it, dear ones at home! Stop 
for a moment and consider this solemn 
fact! Over sixty unoccupied cities! We 
talk about having “cities’ for our re- 
ward in the age to come, but I am afraid 
some of our dear young men and women 
at home will never get them in the here- 
after if they do not corie and take those 
that are offered to them NOW. Won't 
you have a city, my brother, one of these 
UNOCCUPIED ones that God is wait- 
ing for you to enter and possess? If He 
is really saying to you with reference 
to these, “Occupy till I come,” then may 
you no longer tarry at home, but quickly 
come and take your city.
